Twenty-three of 96 rabbits in a dermal irritation study were believed to have experienced 
pain and/or distress. The purpose of the study was to evaluate the toxic effects of a test 
material when administered dermally to rabbits three times daily for 28 days. The study 
was conducted in compliance with the U.S. Food and Drug Administration Good 
Laboratory Practices (21 CFR Part 58). The rabbits were evaluated daily by animal health 
technicians and the condition of their skin was graded for the severity of erythema, edema 
and other findings, such as eschar formation and fissuring, that was present at the 
application site. Twenty-three of the 96 rabbits had moderate to severe erythema and 
edema of the skin at the site of test article application, plus combinations of fissuring, 
desquamation and eschar formation. The clinical veterinarian was closely observing the 
animals on a regular basis, and did not observe other signs of pain and/or distress, such 
as depression, inappetence, and vocalization or weight loss. Animal substantially 
recovered from all aforementioned lesions by the of the study. 


lACUC APPROVED REPORTABLE EXCEPTIONS TO ANIMAL WELFARE ACT- 


Twenty male and twenty female beagle dogs were used in a U. S. Food and Drug 
Administration Good Laboratory Practice Regulations, 21 CFR Part 58-regulated 13 Week 
Inhalation Toxicity Study (With Recovery). The purpose of the study was to evaluate the 
possible toxic effects of the test article when administered via nose-only inhalation to 
dogs for 90 days and to evaluate recovery from any observed effects during and after a 
one-month period without exposures. The dogs were given regular opportunity for 
exercise/socialization during the 25-day acclimation/pretreatment period. The exemptions 
were approved to minimize the excess risk and distress to the animais. The animals were 
exempted from exercise during the 90 day exposure period due to the nature of the test 
article, which is known to cause large increases in heart rate and has the potential to 
cause ventricular arrhythmias. Exercise potentially would have increased the risk of 
cardiovascular conduction abnormalities in these dogs secondary to cardiovascuiar 
stress and as such could have contributed to animal moribundity or mortality. Such loss 
of animals could have compromised the objective of the study. The animats were given 
were given daily contact and interaction with the technical staff as well as nearly 
continuous availability of visual, auditory and olfactory stimuli from the other dogs on this 
study to reduce the potential for stress. 

Three male and three female beagle dogs were used in a 14-Day Continuous Infusion 
Study. The objective of the study was to evaluate the performance of the CADD-Legacy 
PLUS infusion pump and the CADD-Lynx Wireless Remote Monitoring System for use on 
repeated dose intravenous infusion toxicity studies. The animals were given regular 
opportunity for exercise/socialization prior to the administration of the test article. The 
animals were exempted from exercise during the fourteen-day treatment period (when the 
pumps were active). The animals were given daily contact and interaction with the 
technical staff as well as availability of visual, auditory and olfactory stimuli from the other 
dogs on this study. 

Four male and four female beagle dogs were used in a Telemetry Cardiovascular 
Assessment Study. The objective of the study was to evaluate the acute cardiovascular 


effects of standard agents when administered orally to dogs. Data from the study was 
also used to validate the DSI telemetry system. The study was conducted in compiiance 
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lACUC APPROVED REPORTABLE EXCEPTIONS TO ANIMAL WELFARE ACT fcontInuedV 

with the U.S. FDA Good Laboratory Practice Standards, 21 CFR 58. The animals were 
given regular opportunity for exercise and socialization prior to the administration of the 
test articie. The animals were exempted from exercise to prevent damage to the implants 
during the 10-day period for which the impiants were active. The animals were given daily 
contact and interaction with the technical staff as well as nearly continuous availability of 
visual, auditory and olfactory stimuli from the other dogs on this study. 

Sixteen male and sixteen females beagle dogs were used In a U. S. Food and Drug 
Administration Good Laboratory Practice Regulations, 21 CFR Part 58-regulated 9 Month 
Inhalation Toxicity Study. The purpose of the study was to evaluate the potential toxic 
effects of the test article when administered via nose-only inhalation to dogs for nine 
months. The dogs were given regular opportunity for exercise/socialization during the 28- 
day acclimation/pretreatment period. The animals were exempted from exercise during the 
9-month exposure period due to the nature of the test article, which is known to cause 
large increases in heart rate and has the potential to cause ventricular arrhythmias. 
Exercise potentially would have increased the risk of cardiovascular conduction 
abnormalities In these dogs secondary to cardiovascular stress and as such could have 
contributed to animal moribundity or mortality. Such loss of animals could have 
compromised the objective of the study. The animals were given were given daily contact 
and interaction with the technical staff as well as nearly continuous avaiiability of visual, 
auditory and olfactory stimuli from the other dogs on this study to reduce the potential for 
stress.
